Shakina Nayfack, who was Jared at Dana Hills High, uses crowd-funding for sex-change operation

B ack in 1999, Jared Nayfack, then 
a Dana Hills High School senior, 
tried unsuccessfully to form one of 
Orange County’s first Gay-Straight Alliance 
clubs on campus. Now known as Shakina 
and residing in New York City, Nayfack is 
pioneering again, becoming the first person 
to use crowd-funding to raise money for a 
sex-change operation. 

“I have been out as trans since 2001 
but only decided to undergo a full gender 
transition toward the end of 2012,” Nayfack 
writes in the crowd-funding pitch. “There 
is really no way I can complete this process 
without the help of friends and online sup¬ 
porters_I decided to launch this cam¬ 

paign to raise the money I need to finish 
my transition.” 

Befitting Nayfack’s flamboyant sense of 
humor, the campaign on YouCaring.com has 
a catchy and hilarious name: “KickStartHer.” 

Nayfack is no stranger to headlines, 
especially in Orange County. As Jared, he 
was taunted, shoved and spat on for wear¬ 
ing nail polish, makeup and spiked heels 
to school, where he was the only “out” stu¬ 
dent in 1999. When Nayfack’s mother com¬ 
plained about the abuse, school officials 
blamed her 18-year-old son for bringing it 
on and suggested he enroll elsewhere. 

That led Nayfack to enlist a circle of 
friends—some straight, some secretly 
gay—to form a Gay-Straight Alliance to 
push for tolerance on campus. They staged 
a rally that drew more than 100 students, 
but school officials banned the club, which 
drew more attention to and bullying of 
Nayfack. Midway through his senior year, 
he enrolled in an independent-study pro¬ 
gram and would eventually graduate alone. 
But the experience turned mother and son 
into fierce activists for gay rights. 

This attitude was displayed in Nayfack’s 
December 1999 letter to the Los Angeles 
Times regarding the struggles students at 
Orange’s El Modena High School were 
going through as they tried to form a Gay- 
Straight Alliance on campus. 

“I watch these students from El Modena 
High School holding back tears in anger 
and frustration and pain while the Orange 
Unified School District school board 
tries to protect its image,” wrote the self- 
described 19-year-old “veteran of the 
Orange County school system.” 

Back then, Nayfack dreamed of better 
days ahead. “Imagine you’re a student, 
you’re not confused about your sexual¬ 
ity, and you have little to no support. Your 
school is the one place where you spend 
the majority of your time growing up, 
learning, interacting, thinking and feeling. 

“Wouldn’t it be wonderful if you could 
go to [school officials] for help and they’d 
actually do something? Wouldn’t it be fan¬ 
tastic if the schools cared about the safety 
of their students and the right of every 
child to an equal education?” 


Nayfack’s mother, Felisa Ihly who had 
been uninterested in politics or activism 
before things went sour for her son, would 
begin to haunt the halls of the California 
Capitol, urging passage of the Dignity for 
All Students Act; eventually. Governor Gray 
Davis signed it. 

Her son would go on to become a gay 
activist and choreographer at UC Santa 
Cruz; on graduation day, he took the name 
Shakina, Hebrew for “presence of God.” 
Now a she, Nayfack then attended UC 
Riverside, where she earned an MFA in 
Experimental Choreography and a Ph.D. 
in Critical Dance Studies. The LGBT 
Resource Center at UCR boasts Nayfack 
among its “alumni changing the world.” 

Three years ago, Nayfack moved to 
Washington Heights in northern Manhat¬ 
tan, where she is a performance artist, 
theater director and bona fide standout 
in a crowd thanks to tattoos, a shaved 
head and a 6-foot-2 frame. Used to rely¬ 
ing on crowd-funding sites to help pro¬ 
duce artistic works, she one day joked to 
friends, “I should go online and ‘kickstart’ 
my vagina!” 

Cue the light bulb above the shaved head. 

The 32-year-old has already spent 
$10,000 on laser hair removal, electrolysis, 
hormone replacement and a new ward¬ 


robe befitting her gender, and she hopes 
to raise $52,500 to pay for sexual-realign¬ 
ment surgery in a Thai clinic. As of Nov. 

24, she had received pledges for nearly 
$3,000 from 59 donors. 

Her pitch itemizes the expected costs, 
and she vows to use any funds over the 
goal amount for remaining electrolysis 
and ongoing medical expenses, such as 
hormone therapy, counseling and physical 
therapy during recovery in the US. 

Reached at home on the East Coast, 
Nayfack was asked if the haters at Dana 
Hills High helped shape who she is today. 

“I’d like to think I emerged from Orange 
County victorious, but it took a lot of 
years to unlearn the shame and self-hate I 
internalized growing up in a homophobic 
time and place,” she replied. “I certainly 
developed my courage back then, and 
that’s something I still draw upon on a 
daily basis.” 

She’ll also draw on it in her one-woman 
show titled A Work In Progress, a benefit 
for her transition being staged for one 
night only, Dec. 7, at Joe’s Pub at the Public 
Theater in Manhattan. 

“I talk all about growing up in the OC in 
my show,” she says, before adding with a 
laugh, “The stories aren’t pretty, but I am, 
so I guess I win.” 


Times have certainly changed, as a 
recent headline-making event in Orange 
County would suggest. Nayfack was asked 
if she’d heard about Marina High School 
student Cassidy L5mn Campbell, who in 
September became the first transgender 
crowned homecoming queen. 

“Of course I followed Cassidy’s story,” 
Nayfack says. “I was proud of her, worried 
for her and maybe even a little envious. 
When people would ask me if I had heard 
of her, I would joke. Yeah, I’m still waiting 
for my thank-you card.’ I know that sounds 
bitter—I’m not bitter—but I do wish queer 
youth were being taught their history. 
There’s a different kind of empowerment 
that comes from knowing whose shoulders 
you stand on. 

“It was beautiful to see how her class¬ 
mates rallied around her, but I watched 
Cassidy’s YouTube video from after prom 
night, and she was in tears, breaking down. 
That’s the pressure of being thrust into the 
spotlight just for being true to your radiant 
self. Cassidy, if you read this: Forget the 
haters, love yourself, and no one can take 
that away from you!”

Did Orange County’s 
only Indian massacre re¬ 
ally happen—or is it our 
most necessary white lie?

A t the end of October, The Orange 

County Register did what any South¬ 
ern California media outlet looking 
for an easy Halloween story does: 
send a reporter to Black Star Canyon. 
The remote site, reached only by a sidewind¬ 
ing trail deep in the OC wilderness that leads into 
a long-abandoned Indian village and a tranquil 
valley out of a John Ford picture, has served as a 
collective horror show for generations of county 
residents. The verified crimes committed over the 
years—a cold-blooded murder in 1899, an over¬ 
turned bus that lay in a ravine for decades with 
nary an explanation, the horrific 2001 rape of two 
teenage girls after cholos beat their boyfriends 
unconscious—are chilling; its few permanent 
residents, more than happy to menace hikers with 
shotguns, further sully the area with an aura of 
otherworldly menace. Add urban legends that 
paint it a focal point for Satanic rituals, ghosts, 
witches covens and secret Ku Klux Klan initiation 
rites, and it’s a wonder Don Bren hasn’t come in to 
bulldoze the spooks out of existence. 

For its Black Star coverage, the Register tapped 
one of its much-ballyhooed new hires, former 
Victorville Daily Press city editor Brooke Edwards 
Staggs, to try her luck with a night visit. Teaming 
up with self-proclaimed “paranormal investiga¬ 
tors,” her Oct. 29 piece read better as an adventure 
a la The Hardy Boys: “As we walk farther, [my 
photographer] pauses, looking puzzled. His flash 
keeps turning itself off, he says, fidgeting with 
the camera he knows all too well.” She mentions 
having heard of “American Indian massacres” 
that happened in the region. As if to lend gravitas 
to Staggs’ claim, the Register three days later ran 
an essay by Ellen Bell, a member of the Irvine 
Historical Society and author of Irvine: Images of 
America, to tell readers what really happened up 
there in the hills.

“Like most urban legends, it’s hard 
to separate the stories from the facts,” 

Bell proclaimed. “In the case of Black 
Star Canyon, however, some truth lurks 
behind the tales.” 

She proceeded to describe what 
nearly all county historians deem 
Orange County’s only Indian mas¬ 
sacre. In 1831, per her telling, a band 
of Shoshone horse thieves terrorized 
the Californios of Southern California. 
Desperate for help, they contracted the 
services of William Wolfskill, a moun¬ 
tain man of renown who had just led a 
band of fur trappers from New Mexico 
to Los Angeles across what would later 
be named the Old Spanish Trail. Track¬ 
ing the bandits, the Americans found 
them munching on horse meat in a part 
of Black Star Canyon now known as 
Hidden Ranch, near the Indian village. 
“Wolfskin’s armed men easily over¬ 
whelmed the Native Americans, who 
fought back with bows and arrows and 
a few old Spanish muskets,” Bell noted. 
“Most were killed on sight. A few man¬ 
aged to escape into the canyon.” 

The same saga, with some details 
added and others dropped for the sake of 
brevity, appears in Orange County history 
books, in multiple regional overviews, 
and merits a mandatory mention any time 
a reporter files a dispatch from Black Star 
Canyon. It’s an important moment in our 
historical time line because it was one of 
the earliest American forays into what 
would become Orange County, and thus a 
founding myth. 

And it could all be one giant, unverifi- 
able, necessary white lie. 

A Weekly investigation has found 
there is no concrete evidence the 1831 
bloodbath ever happened: no artifacts, 
no primary testimonials, all hearsay. 

The source material for the story 
recounted by Bell and so many oth¬ 
ers wasn’t a first-hand account by men 
who were there, but rather a third- 
hand reference—a historian writing in 
1931 that a 91-year-old man told him 
that Wolfskill had confessed to the 
slaughter 70 years earlier. It was never 
mentioned during Wolfskill’s lifetime, 
never brought up by his biographers, 
not found in the private papers of con¬ 
fidantes and can’t be cited any earlier 
than 1929. Such convoluted sourcing 
deserves an F from a community- 
college history professor and would 
be laughed out of any newsroom, yet 
the alleged happenings at Black Star 
Canyon have satisfied OC’s historians 
for more than 80 years. They’ve never 
questioned it because doing so draws 
attention to the shoddy techniques 
of pioneer chroniclers, men who set 
the template for our story by docu¬ 
menting the county’s past with an eye 
toward burnishing its reputation at all 
times—and if that meant embellishing 
an Indian massacre that may or may not 
have happened, then so be it. 


I n 1931, three books appeared that 
sought to position Orange County 
as a region on the rise. One of them 
was Adelina Pleasants’ History of 
Orange County California, a three- 
volume study that traces our trajectory 
from the original Juanenos to the padres 
to the glorious present: more than two- 
thirds of the collection is devoted to 
paid biographical sketches and pictures 
of county businessmen, politicians and 
farmers. The region’s elite quickly bought 
up copies to celebrate what they and their 
ancestors had accomplished: transformed 
badlands into paradise. 

Adelina was the wife of Joseph 
Edwards Pleasants, one of the first 
Americans to permanently settle in 
Orange County. Born in 1839, Pleasants 
had arrived in Northern California as a 
49er before leaving for Los Angeles in 
1856, where he found a job with Wil¬ 
liam Wolfskill. By then, Wolfskill was 
one of the wealthiest men in Southern 
California, traipsing around the region 
using the honorific Don Guillermo. He 
had set up the first commercial Valencia 
orange groves in the Golden State on his 
ranch (near where Union Station now 
stands) and is credited as having sold 
the grapevines that Anaheim’s German 
colonists used to establish their social¬ 
ist utopia. Taking advantage of the fire 
sale of ranchos that had occurred after 
the Mexican-American War, Wolfskill 
boasted of lands in Northern and South¬ 
ern California, including Rancho Lomas 
de Santiago, the gargantuan swath of 
hills in present-day north Tustin and 
Irvine that eventually became part of the 
Irvine Ranch. 

Wolfskill appointed Pleasants as his 
ranchos’ foreman in 1861, a position 
Pleasants held until hisjefe’s passing 
in 1866. Afterward, Pleasants spent the 
rest of his life in the canyons of OC, 
going by the nickname “Judge.” He was 
92 years old when his wife’s magnum 
opus was published, and historians 
across Southern California rushed 
to document his thoughts before he 
passed. The previous year. Touring Top¬ 
ics, the monthly magazine of the Auto¬ 
mobile Association of Southern Califor¬ 
nia (it now publishes under the name 
Westways), printed Pleasants’ six-part 
remembrance of life in the Southland 
in the early 1850s. “It is rarely that one 
encounters nowadays a pioneer of gold 
times in Southern California, still liv¬ 
ing, happy and healthy, and possessed 
of both the initiative and inclination 
to record his remembrances of things 
past,” the Touring Topics editor wrote 
in his introduction. Pleasants went on 
to speak of his work for Wolfskill, a 
drought that devastated the region’s 
cattle industry and proved the final 
death knell for the Californios, and a 
Fourth of July picnic. 

Perhaps owing to ethics, Adelina did 
not devote any space to her husband in 
History of Orange County, California. 

Not so demure was Terry E. Stephen¬ 
son, the former editor of the Santa Ana 
Register and the county’s emerging 
historian laureate. In 1914, Stephenson 
had pushed for his paper to publish 
California’s Most Productive County, a 
booster magazine highlighting the dif¬ 
ferent industries, people and places 


that argued this county was worthy of 
worldwide attention. As a member of 
the Orange County Historical Society 
board of directors, Stephenson also sat 
on the committee behind Orange County 
History Series, Vol. 1, the group’s first 


publication, also appearing in 1931. He 
praised the American founders of OC in 
its introduction, opining, “They came 
into a new land, met conditions with

Stout hearts, developed this [Santa Ana] 
valley, and laid a foundation in experi¬ 
ence and performance by which we of 
today profit.” 

Closing the collection was “A 
Visit to Santiago Canyon,” Pleas¬ 
ants’ account of an 1859 trip he took 
with Wolfskin’s sons and his son- 
in-law to hunt grizzly bears. It’s a 
valuable eyewitness account of the 
area, untouched by civilization, but 


“There were no better marksmen on 
earth than these trappers,” Stephenson 
enthused. “They had killed buffalo. They 
had fought the Comanche and Apache. 
They were a hardy, fearless lot, else they 
would not have made their way across the 
hundreds of miles of unknown mountain 
and desert that laid between New Mexico 
and California.” 

The Indians were murdered, the horses 
were returned to their owners, and all 
was right with the world. 

It was the first full-fledged account 
published of the events (Stephenson 
had worked in a reference in 1929, in a 
map of Orange County overseen by him 
that lists Black Star Canyon as having 
had a “Battle With Indians,” complete 
with a drawing of Indians fighting white 
men. It was beautiful, a fine example 


William Wolfskill was no stranger to frontier 
justice. In 1836, he and others, angry that the 
Mexican wheels of justice turned too slowly in 
convicting two murderers, lynched the pair and 
let authorities know after the fact, mocking them 
for their tardiness. In 1861, Wolfskill and other 
Southern California landowners gathered a posse 
to track a gang of horse thieves, with Pleasants 
leading them from Rancho Lomas de Santiago 
to San Bernardino, where they successfully 
apprehended the criminals. 


Stephenson would save Pleasants’ 
best yarn for his own Shadows of Old 
Saddleback, a paean to OC’s mysterious 
canyons, from Silverado to Williams, 
Modjeska to Santiago—and, of course. 
Black Star, which Stephenson noted 
was once called Canon de los Indios 
(Indian Canyon) until the natives mys¬ 
teriously disappeared. 

It was here that the author revealed 
Wolfskin’s sanguinary exploits. Confid¬ 
ing to readers he had never heard about 
“the bloodiest [battle] in the history of the 
mountains ... until comparatively recent 
years,” Stephenson wrote that Pleas¬ 
ants told him that Wolfskill had related 
his experience 70 years earlier. It was a 
necessary deed, according to Pleasants: 
Wolfskin’s men carried out the fusillade 
to simultaneously curry favor with the 
Californios and show them how civiliza¬ 
tions were formed. 

“Their long rifles and evident daring 
offered to the troubled dons a solution 
to their horse-stealing difficulties,” Ste¬ 
phenson wrote. “Americans were not any 
too welcome in the Mexican pueblo of 
Los Angeles, and it was with a desire to 
please the Spaniards in this foreign land a 
long way from the United States that the 
American trappers agreed to run down 
the Indian horsethieves.” 

The group tracked the Indians from 
Los Angeles through what’s now Villa 
Park, into Santiago Canyon, and up 
brushy hills and steep mountains; they 
finally found them in Hidden Ranch, 
gorging on horseflesh. The Indians stood 
no chance. 


of Beaux Arts—and it pegged the date 
as 1832). To find some publicity for his 
book, Stephenson invited Harry Carr, the 
legendary Los Ange/es Times columnist 
who wrote “The Lancer,” to join him in 
the canyons for a May column. He met 
Pleasants, whom Carr deemed “the best 
source of history now living in California 
... with his stories of bandits, Indian 
fights and early-day romances,” and 
recounted the Wolfskill slaughter, saying 
he took only “two or three gunmen” to 
“end ... the business of horse-stealing 
expeditions forever.” 

Pleasants died in 1934; Stephenson 
passed away nine years later. Their work 
was complete: Their Indian imbroglio 
had permeated the Orange County psyche 
where it hadn’t existed before. Assuming 
the mantle of Pleasants and Stephenson 
would be Jim Sleeper, an irascible canyon 
personality who died earlier this year. In 
publication after publication, he’d repeat 
the Black Star Canyon episode, always 
attributing it to Pleasants, and not afraid 
to add his own spin. Sleeper changed the 
date to 1833, and in an issue of the Ran¬ 
cho San Joaquin Gazette (the company 
paper of the Irvine Co., for which Sleeper 
served as historian for years), he wrote 
that “an insatiable taste for broiled horse 
meat frequently led the local redskins 
from the paths of righteousness” and that 
the killings of Indians by Wolfskill’s men 
“was no novelty.” 

Neither Stephenson nor Sleeper 
seemed to have bothered with other 
accounts of the Old Spanish Trail crew, 
which spun a different adventure.

T here is nothing mentioned 
about any Wolfskill-led 
massacre in any of the 
documents on file in the 
J.E. Pleasants Papers, held 
in the UC Irvine Special Collections 
and Archives. In the boxes of mate¬ 
rial are letters Pleasants and his wife 
wrote to WolfskilPs children, friends 
and siblings; preliminary inquiries 
Adelina made into the county’s past; 
and voluminous newspaper clippings 
mentioning WolfskilPs relatively brief 
time in Orange County as owner of 
Rancho Lomas de Santiago. But until 
Stephenson, none of the ample writings 
on Wolfskin mentioned the carnage, 
even though it would’ve naturally fallen 
into the narrative of one of the most 
celebrated explorers of the West. 

Born in Kentucky in 1798, WolfskilPs 
dad had entered the state along with 
Daniel Boone. Father and son moved to 
Missouri, then, in the early 1800s, to the 
fringes of America’s then-western terri¬ 
tories, where the threat of Indian attacks 
was such that WolfskilPs biographer 
wrote, without exaggerating, “By the time 
he had reached the age of 14, [William] 
had learned to handle a long... rifle with 
amazing facility.” He arrived in Santa Fe in 
1822 and followed the fur trade from Col¬ 
orado to Mexico, enduring Indian attacks, 
befriending a young Kit Carson (who 
came from the same Kentucky county as 
he) and even doubling as a moonshiner 
with “Taos Lighting” whiskey. 

In 1830, Wolfskin gathered about 20 
Americans, Frenchmen and New Mexi¬ 


cans to try to And a new route that would 
open up trade between New Mexico and 
California. No diary of the journey exists 
other than WolfksilPs ledger, held at the 
Huntington Library in San Marino. But 
the creation of what became the Old 
Spanish Trail was a momentous occasion 
in Southern California. It’s mentioned 
in all the major histories of the South¬ 
west—yet none of them up until Shadows 
of Old Saddleback mention the Wolfskill 
massacre that Stephenson via Pleas¬ 
ants insisted was the expedition’s coda. 

In fact, the reminiscences of the Old 
Spanish Trail’s opening by the men who 
experienced it don’t paint a triumphant 
conquest at all. 

The Wolfskill campaign went from 
New Mexico to Utah to Nevada and 
Anally into California. It was a hard trek. 
Wolfskill nearly led his men to their 
deaths in Utah after a wrong turn resulted 
in the camp being snowed in; one of the 
men who went, Ziba Branch, recalled in 
1859 that they “had to subsist on the flesh 
of their horses and mules” to survive. J. J. 
Warner, a Wolfskill contemporary who 
first met him in Taos and arrived in Los 
Angeles in the fall of 1831, wrote in a 1907 
document that the trappers, “suffering 
from cold and scarcity of food, demoral¬ 
ization and disorganization,” abandoned 
their leader upon reaching Los Angeles, 
“leaving him without means or resources 
and a heavy debt.” 

In Utah, the Utes warmly greeted 
the Wolfskill party, feeding them and

allowing these white men to attend the 
funeral of one of their chiefs. As gener¬ 
ous along the trail were Mojaves and 
Shoshones, so much so that Ned Black- 
hawk, author of Violence Over the Land: 
Indians and Empires In the Early Ameri¬ 
can West, quipped that the explorers’ 
“wanderings along the trail had not only 
depended upon different Indian bands, 
but also tempered these seasoned trad¬ 


ers’ interest in such future travel.” 

Wolfskin and his men reached Mis¬ 
sion San Gabriel in February 1831, 
embarrassed by their bedraggled 
appearance in front of clergy and 
Californio elite and fearing their wrath. 
Instead, according to the memoirs 
of George Yount, who was the first 
American farmer in the Napa Valley and 
served as Wolfskill’s second-in-com¬ 
mand, they received a warm welcome 
due to “their scrupulous honesty [that] 
had preceded them there.” 

“Apartments neat, clean and sump¬ 
tuous were allotted to them,” Yount’s 
biographer wrote, “and they were fed 
richly and attended like guests of distinc¬ 
tion and renown ... every delicacy at 
the [mission] priest’s command was sent 


them, and no effort was wanting to pro¬ 
mote their happiness.” 

After two weeks of fiestas, according to 
Yount, he and Wolfskill sent men back to 
New Mexico and “passed a few weeks in 
exploring the region.” Yount eventually 
set off to hunt otters in Catalina; Wolf- 
skill, with the help of the Mission San 
Gabriel priest and others, built a schoo¬ 
ner and sailed to Baja California. After 
returning, he set up his agricultural, 
cattle and rancho empires. 

“In reality, he had one of the kindest 
of hearts,” wrote H.D. Barrows, founder 
of the Southern California Histori¬ 
cal Society, teacher of Pleasants in his 
youth and son-in-law of Wolfskill, in a 
1902 journal. “Finally, in honesty, and 
in most of the sterling qualities that are 


accounted the base of true manhood, he 
had few superiors.” 

Barrows was Wolfskill’s indefatigable 
biographer, writing about him in 1855 
for the San Erancisco Daily Evening Bul¬ 
letin and his obituary for the Wilmington 
Call, one of Southern California’s earliest 
English-language newspapers. He pulled 
no punches in describing his father-in- 
law’s encounters with those whom he 
dismissed as “savages” and “red men.” 

But he never mentioned any Black Star 
Canyon war. 

B arrows stretched his hagiogra¬ 
phy just a bit: Wolfskill was no 
stranger to frontier justice. In 
1836, he and others, angry that 
the Mexican wheels of justice 
turned too slowly in convicting two mur¬ 
derers, lynched the pair and let authorities 
know after the fact, mocking them for 
their tardiness. In 1861, Wolfskill and other 
Southern California landowners gathered 
a posse to track a gang of horse thieves, 
with Pleasants leading them from Rancho 
Lomas de Santiago to San Bernardino, 
where they successfully apprehended the 
criminals; he would relate the experience 
in his Touring Topics series. 

Pleasants wrote often about Orange 
County’s past, even providing an eyewit¬ 
ness account to the 1857 lynching of Juan 
Flores, the Mexican bandit whose own 
story is a matter of historical contention 
(see my “Hero and Villain,” Jan. 8,2009). 
In his papers at the UCI archives, Pleas¬ 
ants left an unpublished summary of how 
he fought off Mexican horse thieves in 
Fremont Canyon in 1862, getting wounded 
in a gun battle. Yet never once in his writ¬ 
ings did he mention the previous, perti¬ 
nent exploits of his patron. Essentially, 
Pleasants kept Wolfskill’s participation 
secret for 70 years, never publicizing it 
despite many opportunities to do so—then 
gave the exclusive to Stephenson. 

Could it have been all made up? Could 
Stephenson been serving as a stenographer 
to an aging man who mixed his life with 
that of his boss? 

Paul Apodaca—professor of American 
studies at Chapman University and a long¬ 
time curator of Orange County and Cali¬ 
fornia history, as well as American Indian 
art and folk art at the Bowers Museum— 
doesn’t think so. “I think Pleasants told the 
tale, and Stephenson was truthful in the 
relation of it,” he maintains. “I also believe 
Wolfskill told [Pleasants] that tale. Because 
there’s no reason to not believe it. The con¬ 
text of Wolfskill in LA at that time, looking 
for work because there were no beavers, 
and the concerns about horse thievery all 
make it likely that he picked up a quick job 
from Mexican rancheros trying to pick up 
their horses.” 

Growing up in Tustin in the 1950s, the 
Black Star Canyon massacre “was part of 
the folklore of the native community, of the 
mountain community and of the historical 
community.” Apodaca and his father would 
travel across Southern California’s van¬ 
quished Indian villages—including the one 
up in Black Star Canyon. 

The professor acknowledges “a number 
of indistinct elements to the [Wolfskill 
epic].” He doesn’t understand, for instance, 
how a group of Indian horse thieves could 
camp out so near an Indian village without 
repercussions. “The Indians [in Orange 
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County] all worked on rancho/’ he says. 
“They knew very well the feelings about 
stealing horses among the rancheros. They 
would be very unlikely to harbor horse 
thieves that would put them in danger with 
the rancheros they worked for and with.” 

He also points out that the thieves prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have slaughtered horses 
for food, given they were so near cattle 
ranches and the abundant fauna in the can¬ 
yons during that era. “And what happened 
to the dead bodies? If they were members, 
the villagers would’ve taken them, and 
even if they weren’t, they wouldn’t have 
abided dead bodies,” Apodaca says. “Every¬ 
one knows that dead bodies will breed 
sickness. Those are all mysterious elements 
to the tale.” 

Told of the discrepancies and lack 
of documentation before Stephenson, 
Apodaca stands firm in his belief. “That 
doesn’t surprise me at all. Especially in the 
19th Century, the printed word had much 
greater importance than it does today,” he 
says. “I think it’s very likely that people 
held back words that would further alien¬ 
ate the [Indian] labor force and those that 
worked with them. 

“I believe the tale,” he repeats. “I think 
[Wolfskin] picked up a couple of extra dol¬ 
lars doing a job for someone. He might’ve 
killed a couple of Indians, or didn’t kill any¬ 
one and told the story so they thought they 
got their money’s worth.” 

What fascinates him more than facts, 
though, is what it all means. “The meta¬ 
narrative of OC historians has been 
to describe the county as created and 
civilized by white people,” Apodaca 
says, cracking that Jim Sleeper “tried to 
describe all of OC as attributable to Iowa.” 
“The role of Indians in that meta-narrative 
is for [whites] to prove their heroism and 
bravery against them. 

“Folk tales do not reflect accurate 
historic information,” he points out. 
“They reflect the values of the people 


who keep on passing the tale. That’s 
important because there could be two 
folklores connected to the incident. The 
first folklore is one that is speaking of 
the value of Europeans in California in 
their relationship to Indians in a domi¬ 
nant position. The second folklore uses 
the same incident to create sympathy 
for the Indians—that contemporary 
people are using the [massacre] to think 
what a terrible thing that was—which 
is why they tie it to ghost stories today. 
The ghosts are punishing us for letting 
this happen.” 

Which returns us to the horror show. 

In her unpublished notes about the 
history of OC’s canyon country on file at 
the UCI archives, Adelina Pleasants lists 
its murders and crimes. When it came 
to Black Star Canyon, though, she didn’t 
mention any Indian massacres, instead 
dismissing them as “bleak hills.” And 
then, this: She added that Californios 
claimed the area was “haunted, and that 
the moans and cries could be heard there 
after nightfall.” 

It’s impossible to know what really hap¬ 
pened up in Black Star Canyon—whether 
there was a massacre of Native Americans, 
whether Wolfskill was involved, whether 
it’s all a fable. But that’s beside the point. 
People believe it happened, and that’s 
what matters. 

Apodaca is right: We need that massacre, 
whatever the circumstances. It gives us a 
sense of shared identity, regardless of how 
grotesque its roots may be. Investigating 
the past leads to inconveniencing the OC 
way—the biggest sin a resident can commit. 
So perhaps, when wondering what really 
went down up there, it’s best to paraphrase 
the conclusion of The Man Who Shot Lib¬ 
erty Valance, Ford’s iconic meditation on 
truth in the American West: This is Orange 
County, folks. When the Indian slaughter 
becomes fact, print the Indian slaughter.

So Cheesy! 


The Melt brings its grilled cheese concept to the Irvine Spectrum

F ew foods have a higher enjo 5 Tnent- 
to-effort ratio than the grilled cheese 
sandwich—it’s a fact as true as the 
sun rising in the east. As any college fresh¬ 
man knows, you don’t need much to make 
a grilled cheese: just a heat source, such as, 
say, your roommate’s iron, to turn butter, 
bread and cheese into a product 10 times 
greater than the sum of its parts. 

If grilled cheese has a comfort-food 
equal, it may just be macaroni and cheese. 
At the Irvine Spectrum outpost of the 
Melt—a San Francisco-based grilled cheese 
chain founded by Silicon Valley types and 
James Beard recipient Michael Mina—the 
staff makes a mac-and-cheese grilled 
cheese sandwich. Yes, that’s right. And it 
tastes exactly how you think it would. The 
two foods have a similar bent, so the effect 
is a lot like casting Michael Cera and Jesse 
Eisenberg in the same movie to play the 
same neurotic-yet-lovable nerd who can 
never quite get the girl. You either shriek 
with delight at the prospect, or you groan 
that it has come to this. 

Apart from that sandwich, which is, by 
the way, called “The Mac Daddy,” the Melt 
knows to not mess with what we already 
know and love. It stops short of using Kraft 
Singles or Velveeta, but for the base model, 
called “The Classic,” Cheddar is peeled 
slice by slice from a gigantic square block. 
The Melt does other variations of the basic 
grilled cheese, some using sourdough rather 
than white; Swiss, pepperjack, Fontina and 
Provolone are used in place of Cheddar, yet 
the difference in flavor is less important 
than the temperature—all need to be eaten 
while hot for optimum gooeyness. 


For its menu of served-all-day break¬ 
fast sandwiches, and perhaps for no other 
reason than because it makes for a series 
of cool-looking posters, the Melt offers 
a version of egg-in-the-hole, wherein an 
egg-sized hole is removed from the bread 
of a standard grilled cheese. The hole is 
then plugged with a freshly cracked egg as 
it solidifies on the griddle. There’s even a 
waffle version, which is actually better and 
sweeter, as it’s mopped with maple syrup. 

Also offered are specials that feel less like 
a grilled cheese and more like its upscale 
cousin, the panini. The Shorty, a short rib- 
stuffed sandwich, is better than it needs to 
be, with strips of the unctuous braised beef 
slightly perfumed of wine. And for Novem¬ 
ber, there’s a Thanksgiving-themed sand¬ 
wich, with a cranberry sauce-smeared slice 
of turkey, stuffing and Cheddar pressed 
between slices of sourdough dusted with 
poultry seasoning. It’s one of the better 
versions offered in the county, this despite 
the inherent irony of eating cubes of bread 
between two slices of more bread. 

The Melt operates in a fast-food-minded 
assembly line. Three industrial-sized panini 
presses that resemble repurposed Wall-E 
robots do most of the hard work. They 
automatically flip open, beeping, when the 
sandwiches are done. The sandwiches are 
then halved, placed into a basket with a 
fistful of potato chips that taste suspiciously 
like an off-brand knock-off of Lays, then 
served in a white room with metal stools. A 
single spigot dispenses three flavors of cane 
sugar-sweetened soda. 

There are actual hand blenders con¬ 
nected to the soup pots, suggesting those 


are made in-house. The tomato is as inte¬ 
gral to a grilled cheese meal as salsa is to 
tacos, and the Melt’s tastes about an octave 
higher than Campbell’s Cream of Tomato. A 
sausage-and-pepper soup seems as though 
someone blended an Italian sausage-and- 
pepper sandwich into a frappe, which 
is probably what the staff did to make it, 
since the smooth, brown brew contains no 
discernible chunks of sausage or peppers. 
The best soup is the Sweet Corn Tortilla—a 
smooth, bright, yellow distillation of the 
juiciest ear of corn you had last summer. 
The salads, however, tend to be overly 
drenched with lip-puckering dressing, and 
thus should be avoided. 

With the Grilled Cheese Spot in Santa 
Ana and the countless food trucks that spe¬ 
cialize in the sandwich, if there’s anything 
new here worth noting, it’s the LCD screen 
that shows a live feed on the status of your 
order. Yours will be the one next to your 
initials, which the computers gleaned from 
your credit card. You can also wave your 
phone over a QR scanner to pick up your 
online or smartphone order. The involve¬ 
ment of the former head of retail operations 
for Apple probably has a lot to do with the 
high-tech approach to selling the most low- 
tech of foods, as well as why waiting for 
your sandwich at the Melt might feel a lot 
like waiting for someone to fix your Mac- 
Book at the Genius Bar.

F or the past year, as I've traveled across 
the United States promoting my Taco 
USA book, I've always told the audience 
how to become a millionaire: sell tortas. 

This always comes at the end of my lecture, 
when I tell people about the current Mex- 
ican-food trends taking over the country 
(regional specialties and the gentrification 
of Mexican alcohol) and what's next. Tortas, 
tortas, tortas! In all seriousness, while we 
in OC have long grown accustomed to the 
Mexican sandwiches made of bolillos, they 
have yet to take off in the rest of the United 
States—given America's love affair with 
Mexican food and sandwiches, they're wait¬ 
ing to become the next Chipotle. 

While most Mexican restaurants in OC 
sell tortas, there's really no equivalent to 
LA's Cook's Tortas, a mini-chain raking in 
the masa by selling them to gabachos. 

The old-school Q's Tortas up in Placentia 
is still delicious after all these years, but 
the true king is Tortas Sinaloa in SanTana, 
which sells an amazing 60 types. Tortas 
with milanesa, came asada, ham, pork 
shank, hot dogs—or, in the case of the 
epic No. 44, all of them combined. They're 
stuffed with beans, bacon, avocado, 
either queso panela or Oaxaca—or, in 
the case of the Picosita, a layer of diced 
habaneros spread beneath the cheese so 
it punches you when least expected. It's 
one glorious torta fugue: crunchy bread, 
finely cooked meats, cheese crisped on 
the surface yet retaining its creamy cen¬ 
ter, the results staying orderly inside the 
bolillo instead of exploding upon one bite 
as at so many other places. And all orders 
come with a side of fries—who says 
Mexicans don't assimilate? 

There's little else for sale at Tortas 
Sinaloa—some combo plates, menudo all 
day and an awesome mollete (essentially 
Mexican bruschetta, featuring one bolillo 
slice smeared with beans, your choice of 
cheese and salsa). And I wish it sold actual 
Sinaloan specialties such as chilorio and 
aguachile. But a special shout-out to the 
aguas frescas. Not only are they made fresh 
every day, not only are there usually eight 
choices standing in chilled glass jugs (rang¬ 
ing from tried-and-true horchata and tama- 
rindo to strawberry and even mamey), but a 
large order comes in a stein as large as an 
Oktoberfest Mass Krug. If it franchised this 
concept, Tortas Sinaloa could become as 
big as Taqueria de Anda—and it has already 
started, with locations in Baldwin Park, 
Fontana and Ontario. And the Mexican-food 
conquest goes on....

Y OU don’t hear the term “vegan 
doughnut” every day. And, if 
you do, usually it’s something 
like, “Man, I wish I could find a vegan 
doughnut.” The fact that the Donut¬ 
tery serves an array of these dairy-free 
treats is enough for herbivores to hold 
a parade down Beach Boulevard, but 
you’ll want to bypass the lemon, maple, 
red, and any flavor with coconut or nut 
toppings because the Huntington Beach 
eatery has three varieties of vegan 
pumpkin doughnuts that rule.

Tres Generaciones 
Reposado Tequila 

■ almost never write about booze I 
get for free, but I'm going to make 
an exception for Tres Generacio¬ 
nes because I need to make a 
point. Last month, Business- 
week \)ub\\she6 a blistering 
report on the modern-day 
tequila industry, exposing it 
as a house of cards built on 
increasingly fragile agave 
plants, bred to be virtual 
clones to ensure maximum 
output, all for the benefit 
of an insatiable American 
market. The primary target of 
the story? Sauza, the dynasty 
whose name the descendants 
of founder Cenobio Sauza can't 
use to sell their own boutique brands 
thanks to trademark laws. Regular Sauza is 
crap, and I said that as such to the Charles¬ 
ton City Paper, when they interviewed me 
about great tequilas to try. 

Soon after, a Sauza PR person reached 



out and asked me to give them another 
try. Shortly after, two bottles of Sauza 
appeared at my office. I gave those away, 
but I kept Tres Generaciones, Sauza's 
boutique label to cash in on the pre¬ 
mium tequila boom. 

THE DRINK 

The bottle is pretty enough: tiny, with 
a gold leaf design and individual 
numbering. Being a reposado, 
it's sweet, slightly peppery and 
smooth. Tres Generaciones is 
a good tequila—not great, 
nowhere near the caliber of 
ON Tequila or Fortaleza, but 
also not the rotgutthat is 
Sauza. If I saw it at the bar, 
and there was no Corralejo 
around. I'd take the plunge. 
And that's the lesson, Sauza: 
Don't pay attention to quantity, 
such as what you're doing with 
your namesake brand. Care about 
quality—Tres Generaciones leans 
toward that. And, most important, don't 
take your cues from gabachos regard¬ 
ing your business model; pay attention to 
those of us Mexicans who care for the 
drink and don't like what you, Cuervo and 
others have done to the gift of Mayahuel.

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Oldhat 

Spike Lee’s utterly unnecessary Oldboy

A favorite pastime of those who 
love Asian film is to carp about 
Hollywood’s annoying tendency 
to lay claim to and defile their favorites. 
But Spike Lee’s Oldboy is the remake that 
came too late, so benign and unmemo- 
rable that not even people who loved 
Park Chan-wook’s 2003 original will be 
able to muster much outrage. Unlike 
the picture it’s based on—itself adapted 
from a manga by Garon Tsuchiya and 
Nobuaki Minegishi—Lee’s Oldboy is drab 
and humorless, devoid of the stylistic 
curlicues that can get you through even 
a bad Spike Lee film. Like its hero, a 
clueless lug who has been imprisoned 
for 20 years by an invisible captor for 
a transgression he doesn’t remember 
committing, it stumbles onto the movie 
landscape, blinking in the glare and won¬ 
dering, Where am I? Where did I come 
from? It’s not just a movie about brain¬ 
washing; it’s a brainwashed movie. 

You’d need to have completely forgot¬ 
ten Park’s original—or not to have seen 
it at all—to get any electrical charge 
off Lee’s version. Josh Brolin plays Joe 
Doucett, a bumbling and not particularly 
lovable drunk who, after toddling off one 
rainy night with a stranger bearing a pat¬ 
terned umbrella, awakens in a prison cell 
that resembles a cut-rate motel room. 


complete with eyesore wall art. (In this 
case, it’s a campy, old-timey advertise¬ 
ment featuring the hyper-friendly face of 
a black bellhop above the legend “Wel¬ 
come! What Can We Do to Improve Your 
Stay?” That’s one of the movie’s few 
witty, Lee-specific touches.) Every day, 
some faceless person shoves the same 
dinner—Chinese-takeout dumplings and 
a pint of vodka—through a tiny door in 
Doucett’s cell. He sees no human beings 
other than the ones on his TV set, and 
even that potentially comforting pres¬ 
ence brings bad news: From watching 
a cheesy true-life crime show, he learns 
that the world believes he has vanished 
after raping and murdering his estranged 
wife, essentially leaving his 3-year-old 
daughter an orphan. 

The sight of his little girl brings 
tears—transformation alert!—to this 
cranky jamoke’s eyes. And then one day, 
after 20 years in his Comfort Inn prison, 
he’s spilled back out into the world with 
a smartphone and a black suit. When¬ 
ever the phone rings, it’s a creepy caller 
dropping some mysterious directive or 
challenge in his lap. Luckily, Doucett 
also meets Marie (Elizabeth Olsen), a 
compassionate humanitarian-aid worker. 
She’s the sunny-day counterpart to his 
thundercloud mug, eager to help him 


unravel the secrets of his past, even 
though his sexual charisma is translated 
only through the occasional grunt and 
the fact that he looks like a constipated, 
beefed-up Michael Shannon. 

Brolin’s not a bad actor, but, at least 
here, there’s no poetry in his soul. And 
you can’t make a version of Oldboy with¬ 
out poetry. Park’s version had operatic 
grandeur on its side—somber, grimly 
funny and soul-baring, it almost felt 
more Russian than Korean, hitting Dos- 
toyevskian notes of despair and redemp¬ 
tion. In the movie’s most famous scene, 
the newly freed Oh Dae-su (played by 

Lee’s Oldboy \s drab and 
humorless, devoid of the 
stylistic curlicues that can 
get you through even a bad 
Spike Lee film. 

Korean stage actor Choi Min-sik, with 
eyes like grave infinity pools) stag¬ 
gers into a sushi restaurant, where he 
devours a still-wriggling octopus—on 
the way down the hatch, the creature 
makes one last desperate grab at life, its 
moist tentacles clinging to his lips. The 
scene is memorable for obvious reasons, 
but the way Oh Dae-su orders that meal 
is really the clincher: Like a man who 
needs to be brought back from the dead, 
he tells the proprietress—with whom 
he’ll later fall in love—“I want to eat 
something alive.” 

Brolin, too, needs to be brought back 


from the dead—and how. His perfor¬ 
mance is sullen and somnambulistic, 
and not even Olsen, with her winsome, 
velvety demeanor, can enliven him. 

The movie’s chief baddies, as played by 
Samuel L. Jackson and Sharlto Copley, 
are almost comically un-sinister. And 
strangely—or perhaps not—this Oldboy 
is far more violent than Park’s. Park let 
just enough brutality through to make 
you shiver, always cutting away at the 
optimum split-second. Lee puts the 
savagery—slivers of fiesh tossed into a 
wastebasket, a severed tongue presented 
in a folded-up napkin—right in front of 
us, but it has no weight or meaning. 

Lee doesn’t even re-create the octopus 
scene, instead nodding to it with a puny 
visual joke. This Oldboy is all mechan¬ 
ics, boiling the original story down to its 
central plot points, and it screws up even 
those—the movie’s big reveal, an unnec¬ 
essarily complicated revision of the origi¬ 
nal’s, barely makes sense. Oldboy doesn’t 
even feel like a work-for-hire project, 
the kind of challenge Lee might take 
on because he happened to be free and 
could use the money. Colorless and soul¬ 
less in the extreme, it bears no one’s fin¬ 
gerprints at all. There’s no reason for this 
Oldboy to exist. It’s so DOA you stumble 
out of it wanting to eat something alive. 

OLDBOY 

was directed by Spike Lee; written by Mark 
Protosevich, based on the film by Park Chan- 
wook; and stars Josh Brolin, Elizabeth Olsen, 

Samuel L. Jackson, Sharlto Copley, Michael 
Imperioli and Lance Reddick. Rated R. 
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HOMEFRONT Once upon a time—the 
1980s—you could walk into a movie 
theater any day of the year, plop 
down a few bucks, and watch one 
man kick another man's ass. Not 
every action flick was great, but 
most were good enough, the film 
equivalent of pizza. Back then, Jason 
Statham, the star of the new action 
drama Homefront—and another two 
dozen just like it—would have been 
a forgettable punching bag. Today, 
he's an action lover's last hope. 
Today's stunt heroes don't have 
Arnold Schwarzenegger's swagger, 
Jean-Claude Van Damme's splits, 
or Sylvester Stallone's operatic 
flopsweat. Statham has no hook, 
not even a memorable mustache. 
Instead, he seems glumly determined 
to convince us he can act. Statham 
plays ex-DEA agent Phil Broker, 
hiding in Louisiana from a gang he 


busted. When his nine-year-old 
daughter punches the school bully in 
the nose, she precipitates a chain of 
clan violence, angering the boy's red¬ 
neck mom (Kate Bosworth, improba¬ 
bly), her drug-dealing brother (James 
Franco, ironically), his biker girlfriend 
(Winona Ryder, unabashedly), and 
her outlaw acquaintances, who 
are thrilled the fed who set up their 
friends has resurfaced. I'd pay good 
money for a spin-off about Bosworth 
and Franco's swamp family, with 
their high cheekbones and violent 
glee. Imagine their Christmas cards. 
Alas, we're stuck in this flick, which 
builds to a deadly climax designed 
to vindicate stand-your-ground laws. 
Statham can deliver the hits—he lit¬ 
erally fights two men with his hands 
tied behind his back—and here he 
officially passes the Schwarzenegger 
Star Test: playing a regular American 
guy without masking his European 
accent. Fie needs to make us love 


him, though. (R) Amy Nicholson.

THE BEST MAN HOLIDAY Even 
though they made good money and 
filled a crucial niche, the 1990s' and 
early 2000s' romantic entertainments 
targeted to—though not made exclu¬ 
sively for—black audiences disap¬ 
peared almost as mysteriously as 
they arrived. It's only now that we're 
getting a sequel to one of the most 
exuberant and astute black ensemble 
comedies, Malcolm D. Lee's 1999 The 
Best Man. The Best Man Holiday 
picks up 14 years after The Best Man 
left off, and an early montage gets 
newcomers quickly up to speed on 
the four male leads, as well as their 
significant others, exes, or would-be 
exes. Flarper, the once-successful 
author played by Taye Diggs, has 
fallen on hard times: Writer's block 
has hit him hard. It doesn't help 
that he and his wife (Sanaa Lathan) 
are expecting their first child after 
a long fertility struggle. Plus, it's 
Christmas time, and they've been 
invited to spend a holiday weekend 
with his former best friend, upstand¬ 
ing pro football player Lance (Morris 
Chestnut), his sweet, self-sacrificing 
wife (Monica Calhoun), and their 
four—count 'em!—beautiful and 
well-behaved children. Diggs and 
Chestnut's characters have had 
something of a falling out, and their 
other pals, also invited for this week¬ 
end of revelry and revelations, have 
problems of their own. Lee throws in 
everything he can grab: Love, sex, 
money, jealousy, interracial romance, 
mortal illness, childbirth—there's 
even a dance number. Lee can't quite 
juggle it all, and the picture drags 
a bit through its last third, but he 
coaxes us to step in and listen, and 
the very casualness of his invitation 
is the key to the joyousness of The 
Best Man Holiday, flaws be damned.

DALLAS BUYERS CLUB Matthew 
McConaughey lost 40 pounds to 
play AIDS victim, entrepreneur, and 
ad-hoc activist Ron Woodruff in 
Dallas Buyers Club. Flis figure is so 
attenuated you can almost hear his 
bones cracking; his gait is that of 
a slow-motion alien, his neck one 
long stretch of tendons. But there's 
never a moment when you don't see 
the whole person. McConaughey's 
Woodruff is a fully rounded "y'all go 
fuck yourselves" folk hero. Woodruff 
was a real person, an electrician 
from Dallas diagnosed with FIIV in 
1985—he'd contracted the virus 
from a forgotten heterosexual 
encounter—and given 30 days to 
live. Dallas Buyers Club, directed 
by Jean-Marc Vallee, shows how 
Woodruff fought. Unable to partake 
of the then-experimental AZT, he 
began obtaining the drug through 
back channels, selling it at a profit 
to those in need, and also using it 
to keep himself alive. Previously, 
Woodruff had seen AIDS as "the gay 
disease." But the more he learned 
about the virus and its possible treat¬ 
ments, the more he came to care 
about his fellow sufferers. What's 
remarkable about Dallas Buyers 
Club is its lack of sentimentality. The 
movie, like its star, is all angles and 
elbows, earning its emotion through 
sheer pragmatism. Woodruff, a man 
with a job to do, enlists help from a 
number of acquaintances, usually 
by first taking advantage of them. 
They include his physician. Eve Saks 
(Jennifer Garner), and a fellow AIDS 
patient named Rayon (Jared Leto), 


a transsexual who, in a marvelous 
scene, manages to both charm and 
challenge the (at first) aggressively 
homophobic Woodruff. They begin 
a business partnership that evolves 
into a friendship, bickering like 
the Floneymooners all the way. (R)

DELIVERY MAN Imagine an alternate 
history for Vince Vaughn. What if, 

18 years ago, instead of rehearsing 
Swingers during the day and sam¬ 
pling Los Angeles' starlets at night, 
he channeled his sexual energy 
into masturbating for cash at a 
sperm bank? Fie could have become 
Delivery Man's David Wozniak, 
father of 533 children, of whom 142 
want to meet the mystery donor who 
artificially inseminated their moms. 
The mothers are invisible. Sure, 
they bought the juice, carried the 
fetuses, and raised the infants to 
adulthood. But this comedy is strictly 
XY. Wozniak (Vaughn) meets all 
sorts of kids—lifeguards, historical 
re-enactors, buskers, drunks—each 
of whom seems to have a 6-foot-5 
hole in their lives that only he can 
fill. Fle's not just an onanistic slacker 
or a minimum-wage butcher fac¬ 
ing a stack of parking tickets and 
gambling debts: Fle's their guardian 
angel. Flollywood hails men like 
David Wozniak as wastrel kings; 

Seth Rogen, Jason Segel, and Vince 
Vaughn descend from an ignoble line 
that traces back to The Dude and 
Spicoli. But Delivery Man hails from 
Quebec, where writer/director Ken 
Scott originally shot it with French- 
speaking comedian Patrick Fluard, 
which means America has success¬ 
fully exported the slacker and is 
now getting him bounced back to us 
like crabs. Scott has even dumbed 
it down a notch. Merde. l-m being 
a little cruel to poor, dumb Delivery 
Man. It-s no better nor worse than 
the rest of its kin—unless you're a 
woman who believes in the existence 
of moms. But l-m also not sure why 
Delivery Man exists, except to appeal 
to a narrow Venn diagram of dude- 
bros who also change diapers. (PG-

FROZEN It's no secret that Disney 
princess films are formulaic, and the 
fact that Chris Buck and Jennifer 
Lee's Frozen is entertaining without 
being groundbreaking just confirms 
that the formula works. On her coro¬ 
nation day, Elsa (Idina Menzel) and 
her mysterious ice-making powers 
unwittingly plunge her realm into an 
unseasonable winter, and it's up to 
younger sister Anna (Kristen Bell)— 
accompanied by hunky icemonger 
Kristoff (Jonathan Groff) and snow¬ 
man Olaf (Josh Gad)—to find Elsa 
and make her thaw everything. As is 
Disney's wont in recent years. Frozen 
apes the Pixar style of character ani¬ 
mation and attention to textures; the 
fjord-based settings are gorgeous, 
and Anna's bedhead deserves its own 
Oscar. Unfortunately, from a mar¬ 
keting standpoint. Frozen feels like 
Disney course-correcting the prin¬ 
cess canon after Pixar's progressive 
turn in Brave. Like Brave's Princess 
Merida, Frozen's Princess Anna is a 
spunky redhead with a preference for 
green clothes—but she's also thin¬ 
ner, more conventionally pretty, and 
yearns for the domestic life that was 
anathema to the independent, tom- 
boyish, and difficult-to-merchandise 
Merida. (Disney princesses are a 
commodity, after all.) That said. 

Frozen is a fun ride with some catchy 
tunes, though "Do You Want to 
Build a Snowman" fails to dethrone 
Cannibal! The Musical's "Let's Build 
a Snowman" as cinema's reigning 
song about snowman-building. (PG)

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE Both Stephenie Meyer's Twilight 
and Suzanne Collins' Hunger Games 
sagas invert Jan and Dean's Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That 
ought to double the fun, but really 
it only multiplies the headaches. 
Jennifer Lawrence's earthy enchant¬ 
ress, Katniss Everdeen, is just figur¬ 
ing that out in The Hunger Games: 
Catching Fire, directed by Francis 
Lawrence (taking the reins from Gary 
Ross), which picks up exactly where 
the first movie left off. Katniss has 
survived the kid-killing-kid games, 
thanks to her crackerjack archery 
skills and even more impressive 
disdain for authority. Fler district co¬ 
competitor, Peeta (Josh Hutcherson), 
who is not-so-secretly in love with 
her, has survived, too, but Katniss 
isn't sure how she feels. She's been 
best friends forever with another 
lad. Gale (Liam Hemsworth), and as 
Catching Fire opens, he catches her 
off-guard and plants one hell of a 
confusing kiss on her lips. Katniss 
may not have room in her life for 
one guy. What's she supposed to 
do with two? As it turns out, mere 
survival takes up most of her time. 

The evil elders of Panem—led by 
Donald Sutherland, a naughty big- 
daddy silver fox if ever there was 
one—recognize that her rebellious 
streak and celebrity status threaten 
their omnipotence. Their solution: 
forcing her to her compete in an all- 
star Hunger Games playoff, devising 
even deadlier challenges than the 
last time. Catching Fire suffers from 
the movie equivalent of middle-book 
syndrome: The story is on its way to 
being something, maybe, but doesn't 
add up to much itself. Still, it's enter¬ 
taining as civics lessons go, and it's a 
more polished, assured picture than 
its predecessor. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

PHILOMENA The great sins of the 
20th century are already too many 
to list, but let us note one more: the 
abduction of infants from mothers 
deemed unworthy or undesirable by 
governments and religious institu¬ 
tions. Thousands of children were 
kidnapped from leftist parents during 
Argentina's and Spain's dictatorships. 
Based on actual events, Stephen 
Frears' Philomena adds another 
country to that list, Ireland, where the 
Catholic Church carried out the theft 
and trade of children born to unwed 
mothers. This affecting, impressively 
intelligent drama follows one elderly 
woman's search for her biological son, 
who was sold without her permission 
five decades earlier. Given that grim 
premise, Philomena is remarkably 
funny. Steve Coogan plays Martin, 
a Labour party aide to the Blair 
administration who gets sacked for 
describing 9/11 as "a good day to bury 
bad news." He slums it for a while 
as a journalist and eventually meets 
Philomena (Judi Dench), who has 
kept silent about her stolen firstborn, 
Tony, until now. Already reluctant to 
speak ill of the Church, she bristles 
when Martin tries to pigeonhole her 
into victimhood. Philomena agrees 
to have her story told on the condi¬ 
tion that Martin help her find Tony. 

With her Edith Bunker haircut and 
granny glasses, Philomena might well 
be in the same sewing circle as the 
"bigoted woman" who asked Gordon 
Brown where all the immigrants were 
suddenly coming from. But it becomes 
clear that "Phil" sits on a stockpile of 
wisdom that she squirrels away for a 
rainy day. The grande dame's perfor¬ 
mance, alternately goofy and grave, 
is an absolute tour de force. (Not 
Rated) Inkoo Kang.

How was it 
hosting BlizzCon this year? 

BlizzCon was awesome! It’s a huge gig; 
there are, like, 14,000 people there. I’ve done 
it eight years, and the first year I went out, 

I was dressed in a three-piece suit, and I 
was surrounded by people in green paint. I 
was like, “I’m completely overdressed!” The 
next year, I wore a flannel shirt, and then 
when I saw the YouTube clips, I thought I 
looked like a bum. This year, I went with a 
suit jacket and dress shirt. I said to my wife 
before I went downstairs, “Does this jacket 
need to be ironed?” She said, “Honey. You’re 
going to be surrounded by Ores. I think 
you’re okay!” 

Your wife rules. Why isn't Nikki on Twitter?

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Home Is Where the Art Is 

Long Beach house-show venue the Porch created its own 

scene—and its own record label

O n a recent Friday night, up- 
and-coming Long Beach hip- 
hop duo the Natives began 
placing their equipment in a draped 
corner of Casey Terrazas’ living 
room as nearly 100 friends mingled 
in anticipation. 

Some stood in the kitchen and 
noshed on homemade hummus and 
spanakopita, while on the stoop, others 
sipped craft beer. Still others filled the 
small front yard of the Fourth Street 
house known to local artists and music 
fans as the Porch. 

Before the Natives launched into one 
of their lyrically conscious, DJ-backed 
tracks, however, a Long Beach police 
cruiser pulled into the middle lane of 
the street—ordinarily a buzzkill for any 
house show. 

But this isn’t your typical house. 
Terrazas nicely guided people out of 
his front yard and into the living room 
as he went out to greet the officer, who 
seemed surprised by the orderly crowd. 

“The cop looked at me and looked 
at everyone walking back inside and 
rolled down her window and said, 
‘Thanks’ and drove off,” Terrazas 
recalls. “We’ve been very pointed in

the past to tell [the local police] it’s an 
art event, it’s about the music, and this 
is what we’re doing—just to make sure 
they know. I don’t know if that trans¬ 
lates or not, but we deal with the cops 
at every show, and it’s only a 30-second 
interaction, and then they’re gone as 
long as everyone is inside.” 

Since 2009, the Porch has been 
a gathering place for Long Beach’s 
diverse artistic community, the three- 
bedroom house just off Long Beach’s 
Retro Row hosting free concerts, 
poetry readings, art exhibitions, listen¬ 
ing parties and other creative events 
that are well-attended by the city’s hip¬ 
ster denizens. 

Terrazas originally rented his room 
at the house sight-unseen while still 
living in Phoenix, but he knew he had 


moved into the perfect homespun 
venue as soon as he entered the expan¬ 
sive, high-ceilinged front room and saw 
its connected kitchen and dining room. 

Though his roommates at the time 
didn’t see his vision for hosting con¬ 
certs in their living space, he soon 
began to move in those who did. A 
performance by well-known noise- 
pop singer/songwriter Emperer X in 
July 2010 was so spectacular and the 
response so positive, Terrazas says, that 
he knew he had to continue hosting 
shows for bands he admires. (Emperer 
X soon moved into a tent in the back 
yard, furthering the place’s music cred.) 

Because his job finds him spending 
several months of the year living in the 
Bay Area, Terrazas often brings down 
Northern California bands to play, and 
friends from around the world have 
performed at or visited the house, add¬ 
ing exponentially to the tangled web 
of infiuences that have come through 
its door. 

The real magic of the Porch, though, 
is what happens when there is no 
event planned. Most days, local bands 
use the cleared-out living room to

If you were lying 
on a large deserted beach and some strange man 
came and laid his towel 3 feet from yours, you'd be 
awfully uncomfortable. You're forced into awkward 
conversations; it's a wonderful time to practice 
unlicensed therapy. 

I smile at the woman next to me—she's in her 
early 30s and cute in a hey-she's-sitting-next-to-you 
kind of way. I notice the 7ar-/ay outfit and a ring fin¬ 
ger with a slug-white band of untanned skin where 
the ring used to be—a recent divorcee. I make a 
quick diagnosis: She is one or two steps below a 
contender, a slightly too-large nose and a weak 
chin drop her down to undercard status, but I'm 
interested, and she looks like she's still hurting over 
a marriage that was supposed to last forever but got 
KO'd in the first round—she could use a quick boost. 

"I like these short flights," I tell her. "Even if it's 
bumpy, it's over quick, and you can move on." 

"Yes," she says, "I guess so." 

"My first wife used to say—when she wasn't 
cheating on me—that she loved the rough flights, 
the 600 mph drama of air and plane conflict. And as 
expected, she brought the same love of drama into 
our relationship—although I was unwilling to chalk 
up the frequent flier miles and sent her packing." 

I watch her eyes sail over me. I'm wearing a 
charcoal-gray suit with a white button-down shirt. 
Even without a tie, I look professional. 

"Are you a therapist?" she asks. I smile without 
answering her—implying my credentials, which 
are nonexistent. 

"Some people just aren't meant for relationships," 

I say, "and others get the short end of the stick when 
they deserve so much better. Do you have children?" 

"No, we didn't—I mean, I don't... yet." 

"Ahhh, to be unencumbered by baggage—a bad 
relationship you can easily wipe away, but when 
there's a child involved, parting company is so 
much harder." 

She nods her head and sits straighter in her seat. 
The plane rolls slightly, then stabilizes. 

"And often," I continue, "if we're willing to learn 
from it, a bad relationship can make us grateful for the 
good things that are right around the corner." I let my 
hand lightly brush her leg, anchoring the suggestion. 

She smiles at me, her face already becoming 
lighter, her hope returning. "Are you staying in Oak¬ 
land?" she asks. 

"Yes." I squeeze her knee, slide my hand up her 
thigh and graze between her legs. She's doing much 
better. "I couldn't imagine a sweeter city to layover in."

Suicidal Tendencies have too much fire to be 

a nostalgia punk act

M aybe you heard that one about the 
people who’ve been killed while 
attending Suicidal Tendencies 
concerts. Singer Mike Muir has, too, except 
he knows it’s nothing more than gossip. 

“You know what? There’s the Internet,” 
Muir says. “Google it. People want to have 
a story.” 

Sure, Muir wears bandannas in press 
photos, has a goatee and looks as though 
he could kick some serious ass, even at age 
50, but he’s not the thug the rumor mill has 
made him out to be. He’s articulate, fiercely 
independent and “more concerned with 
his three kids than selling records.” And, 
perhaps most surprising, Muir often quotes 
his father, which seems odd coming from 
the guy who wrote “Institutionalized,” 
an anthem for pissed-off teens in which a 
mother assumes her son is on drugs only to 
discover all he wants is a Pepsi. Muir, who 
describes his band—Muir, drummer Eric 
Moore, bassist Tim Williams, and guitar¬ 
ists Dean Pleasants and Nico Santora—as 
“family-oriented,” says his idea of familial 
ties comes from his father. 

“My dad said he didn’t want to tell his 
kids what to do,” Muir says. “He wanted us 
to be exposed to a lot of good things, find 
something we love and do it the best we 
can. It’s important to have your own path, 
and that’s one of the things we try to get 
across with Suicidal: We’re not here to lead 
people. We’re here to make sure they’re not 
lead astray.” 

Muir’s path has put him in the unusual 
position of being a musician who isn’t con¬ 
cerned with record sales; 13 years passed 
between Suicidal Tendencies’ Free Your 
Soul ... And Save My Mind and their latest 
album, 13, released in March on Suicidal 
Records. Though the public may have 
thought the group were dormant dur¬ 
ing that time, Muir estimates they wrote 
approximately 200 songs, most of which 
will not be released. 

“I love [a song], and that’s good 
enough,” Muir says. “I’ll play something 
for someone, and they’ll go, ‘Whoa, what 


is that? When’s that coming out?’ ‘It’s not.’ 
‘Then why’d you do it?’ ‘Because I like it.’ 
I’m not doing things to be liked; I’m doing 
what I like.” 

Besides the huge, unreleased song 
catalog, Muir also had three back surger¬ 
ies during his break between albums. One 
came the day after Suicidal Tendencies 
played at the Grand Olympic Auditorium 
in Los Angeles. The show was filmed for 
a DVD release (2010’s Live At the Olympic 
Auditorium), and Muir says he can see he 
was in pain. The band’s return to the venue 
could have been the perfect way to retire, 
as Suicidal Tendencies hadn’t played there 
in years, but a piece of advice from older 
brother Jim (founder of Dogtown Skate¬ 
boards) was one reason why the singer 
decided to keep the band going. 

“I looked up to him when I was 
younger,” Muir says. “He was a pro skater, 
and that was the coolest thing. In my 
head, it all looked good, but when I got 
on the board, I’d fall. I’d ask him what the 
secret was and he said, ‘Falling’s not the 
problem—it’s getting back up.’” 

With the release of 13, Suicidal Tenden¬ 
cies are more than a nostalgia act. Though 
the group could have rested on their laurels 
in 1983 after the release of their self-titled 
debut—a bona fide punk/hardcore clas¬ 
sic—or any of their eight other full-length 
albums, two EPs and numerous compila¬ 
tion tracks, Muir chooses to write new 
music to stay relevant. 

“I’m not trying to re-live high school,” 
Muir says. “It’s viable. Young people com¬ 
pare us to younger bands, and I think we 
come out really good. That’s why we’re still 
able to do it. My clothes are drenched after 
every show. People know I’m not going 
through the motions.”

Blasting Off 


A t a park in Lakewood, David Jones can 
barely have a minute to himself with¬ 
out catching up with the constant stream of 
people who recognize him. It's a weekday 
evening, but the grounds are crowded, and 
within minutes, Jones amasses a small 
huddle of people around him. As Jetpack 
Jones, he's become one of the city's few 
rising rappers. But this city is also where 
he was raised, and he doesn't need to have 
blog buzz to make connections. "I'm just a 
chill-ass dude," he jokes. 

To the digital world outside Lakewood, 
Jones has started to receive acclaim and 
assemble a respectable fan base. He hasn't 
become known for the usual gangsta-rap 
proclamations expected of a West Coast 
MC, nor does he fit into the latest LA indie 
trend. Instead, he takes a tranquil, melodic 
approach to his music that reinforces his 
quip about being a "chill-ass dude." 

Growing up, his listening tastes were 
an amalgam of old and new. There were 
the big radio songs (Lil Bow Wow's debut 
was the first album he bought), the jazz 
and soul classics his parents listened to, 
and, of course, a little Tupac thrown in for 
good measure. Even as a child, Jones felt a 
stronger connection to music made years 
before he entered the world. "I listened to 
a lot of stuff that was before my time more 
than I did newer stuff," he says. 

When it came to hip-hop, Jones initially 
preferred turning on the radio, but that 
quickly changed. "I wanted to see what 
else was out there," he says. "I started 
really exploring hip-hop, and then finding 
my favorite artists.... I started at age 11 


and went forward to new shit, then back¬ 
wards to stuff I missed out on as a kid." 

Bands such as his Bay Area heroes 
Souls of Mischief later influenced and 
inspired him to create his own tracks. "I 
kind of just started making music," he says. 
"I can't even point out a time or day when 
that was—I just started." 

Honing his skills at a breakneck pace, 
Jones has had several releases, his big¬ 
gest to date being Beyond Infinity this 
month's Third Eye Initiative. Both show 
his penchant for melodies and from-the- 
heart songwriting. He even titles himself a 
"hybrid" and is constantly mindful of the 
musicality of what he's creating. 

"I feel like the music I'm trying to make 
is something you can play any time; it's 
just timeless," he says. "You can play it as 
a high school or college kid, and you can 
listen to it when you're 40 years old and 
have a family. That's the stuff I'm trying to 
make.... When you bring something new, 
and it's honest, when you're coming from a 
real place, people can tell." 

Jones isn't concerned about labels 
or how things "should sound" in order 
to build buzz, he just wants to be able to 
live comfortably and build his sphere of 
influence. He's inspired by the career arc 
and mindset of such hitmakers as the Nep- 
tunes' Pharrell. 

"If my sound is adaptable to the main¬ 
stream and everything like that, then 
great," he says. "If not. I'm not going to 
change it. If I'm doing it for somebody else, 
it defeats the whole purpose of why I'm 
doing music to begin with. It's me coping 
with life. It's not a job; it's just what I do. 
Some people skateboard, some people tat¬ 
too, and some paint—I just do music."

practice and record, and by evening, 
Terrazas and his current musician room¬ 
mates, Zach Mabry and Joel Jasper, are 
often joined by passersby and out-of- 
town friends on the front porch, where 
records are listened to and new projects 
are casually formed. 

“That’s what creates the community,” 
says Terrazas. “The bands are practic¬ 
ing, and then someone’s walking by, and 
instantly, there’s a porch party. Every¬ 
one knows they can just come by and 
hang out and chill and just be welcome. 
After that, every day for multiple years, 
people start talking and collaborating. 


New ideas sprout from the conversations 
started on the porch.” 

One of those ideas is the appropriately 
named Porch Party Records, Terrazas’ 
recently launched label, an organic exten¬ 
sion of the music community the house 
has fostered over the years. The plan is to 
put out new albums for both Long Beach 
and Bay Area bands that have played the 
house and help to sell their friends’ pre¬ 
viously self-distributed albums, starting 
with Jasper’s dreamy solo EP, Summer 
Body, which was released under Porch 
Party Records in September. Early next 
year, the label anticipates new albums 
from Rudy de Anda, lead singer of psych- 
prog group Wild Pack of Canaries, as well 
as the Natives, who have previously only 
released digital mixtapes.

The diversity of the acts on the label 
easily reflects not only the variety of 
the music Terrazas and company lis¬ 
ten to in the house, but also the great 
mix of sounds that make Long Beach’s 
music scene so unique. “Long Beach 
isn’t just indie music or hip-hop,” says 
the Natives MC Senay Kenfe. “It’s all 
other genres going on, too, and I like 
that the Porch covers it all. I see what 
they’re trying to do, and I respect that.” 

Being a hip-hop artist in Long Beach 
is hard, though. There are few venues 
in the city that aren’t afraid to host 
a hip-hop crowd, and house shows 
that exclusively feature rappers tend 
to devolve into drunken ragers that 
quickly get dissolved by police. 



Other people put on occasional sum¬ 
mer shows for local indie and punk 
bands at their houses, but the con¬ 
tinually welcoming atmosphere and 
supportive energy at the Porch have 
made it the de facto representative for 
the positive potential of house-show 
culture. “Those guys have more enthu¬ 
siasm and more balls—Casey in par¬ 
ticular, with his passion to connect Bay 
Area bands and us,” says de Anda. “It’s 
one thing to play a house show with 
local bands, but it adds that extra spice 
when there’s a touring band there, too.” 

But Terrazas stresses the record label 
and shows are just two facets of what 
the Porch is about. 

“There is a new pool of talent in 
Long Beach that is simmering and 
quickly boiling to the top,” says Kenfe. 
“We’re all at sea, but the Porch is devel¬ 
oping like a beacon, and we’re all swim¬ 
ming toward it.”

Remember sitting 
in the back seat, looking out as your par¬ 
ents drove down Beach Boulevard and 
its side streets and seeing flashing neon 
signs screaming, “Girls, Girls, Girls” and, 
“Fully Nude,” which just made you feel 
uncomfortable?
